REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LADY “MANAGERS

California Woman’s Hospital. 


Zo the Honorable, the Board of, Trustees of the 
California Woman’s Hospital, 
GENTLEMEN: The Board of Lady Managers take pleasure in 
presenting to your consideration, their Twenty-third Annual 
Report, of the management of the California Woman’s Hos: 
pital, its financial condition, its steady and thorough work asa 
Remedial Institution, and its substantial and satisfactory results. 


Comparing our present status with the past, your Honorable 


] 

Board will see, that each year finds us a little in advance, and 
that from our small, uncertain beginning, we are reaching out 
to a permanent and substantial basis, from which to carry on 
our work 1n the future. 

Among the prime factors of our present success, we first 
name our Medical Staff, without whose eminent services, we 
would not stand as now, the foremost as well as the oldest 
Charitable Hospital in California. ‘To our Surgeon-in-Chief, 
Dr. Beverly MacMonagle, and his associates, Drs. Chas. 


. Brigham, Paolo De Vecchi, C. Max Richter and others, our 


grateful recognition is due, as also to our faithful and efficient 
House Physician, Dr. Sam’! G. Boyd. 

The work accomplished during the past year by this Medical 
3oard, has been large and the results have been in a correspond- 
ing degree satisfactory. It is upon their rare skill and untiring 
devotion to this work, that we confidently rest, in our efforts to 
heal the sick, and restore those who have lost health and hope. 

In our special work as a Remedial Institution, our sympa- 
thies and our capacities are oftentimes taxed to their utmost 
limit. We feel that we are hindered and circumscribed by 
narrow limitations and lack of means ; but we do not lose cour- 
age, or abate our interest, so long as there remains Christian 
Charity and kindly hearts in our midst. We have not only 
faith in our ultimate success as a business enterprise, but also 
in our ability to meet in a larger degree than heretofore the 
urgent needs of patients for whose benefit this Hospital was 


designed. 
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Upon a careful examination of the Doctor's report for the 
year ending 1890, you will find the number of cases treated at 
the Hospital to be two thousand two hundred and seven, two 
hundred and twenty-two of which were Surgical operations, 
(capital operations thirty-three), an increase over the previous 
year of eight. We are happy to record the fact that out 
of the number treated there has only been a mortality of five. 

Our Free Ward has been crowded throughout the year and 
shows an increase over the previous year of thirteen, one 
hundred and forty-two free patients having received help and 
medical aid therein. Helping to swell this list also, is the 
large number of free out patients, who, through lack of means 
on their part, and lack of room on ours, have been unable to 
enter the Hospital, as inmates, but upon whom medical aid 
has been freely bestowed. 

To this large and deserving class of patients our Clinic is a 
boon and help to such as avail themselves of its benefits. 

In view of all this, we feel a degree of pride and satisfaction 
in the good accomplished during the year and we wish to 
assure your Honorable Board that in the years to come the 
work committed under Providence to our hands shall not fail 
through lack of energy or fidelity on our part.

To these kind friends, for their charities, and to our list 
of other donors, also to our annual subscribers, we owe a debt 
of gratitude that words can but feebly express. We thank 
them not only for timely aid, but also for their manifest faith 
in our work and their confidence in our ability to wisely and 
faithfully administer their kindly benefactions. 

The average cost of maintaining our Free Ward has been for 
the past year as in’the year previous, about $350 per month. 

Our Endowment Fund of $11,000 still remains as heretofore 
intact. This fund is sacredly kept as intended by the donors 
and the interest derived therefrom aids us somewhat to main- 
tain free beds. For our general expense account we have now 
on hand $11,202.53 with which to begin the new year. ‘This 
surplus is the accretion of donations and annual subscriptions. 

It is needless to say, that while dispensing freely to those 
who are in need, our management has been maintained upon a 
system of rigid and exact economy. 

In this connection we wish again to emphasize our gratitude 
to our excellent Matron, Mrs. Jane Logan. 

We are indebted to her valuable services in assisting to carry 
out the work of our Medical Board. ‘That our curative success 
is largely due to her unselfish devotion in the interest of this 
Hospital and her patient, tender ministration to the suffering 
women under her care, we record our appreciation and esteem. 
To the class of Nurses who compose our ‘Training School she 
has been both friend and teacher, and the efficiency and fidelity 
with which they are fitted for their profession, as graduated 
nurses are testimonials worthy of praise.

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NEW BUILDING. 

As intimated at our last annual meeting, the question of 
enlarging our building has been an absorbing thought with us 
during the past year. Our increased patronage makes the need 
of more room, and better conditions imperative. We are 
restricted not only in our domestic management, but through 
all the departments in our ‘‘Curative Work.’’ We are over- 
crowded, and consequently overworked, having insufficient 
accommodations, not: merely for the numbers who wish to enter 
the Hospital as patients, but also for our working force. Like 
the Mollusk we have outgrown our shell. Our Surgeons are 
working at a great disadvantage by reason of our Surgery 
being inadequate to meet the want that a thoroughly Scientific 
practice demands. With improved conditions and appliances, 
their task of treating the most serious and complicated cases 
will be greatly aided. 

Acting upon this idea, we have had plans and specifications 
drawn and estimates made of cost of the proposed addition to 


the present building and find that such a building furnished 


} 


throughout, as we need, will cost about $30,000. Now, our 
3uilding and General Expense Fund, amounting to $23,702.53 
will be quite inadequate unless we incur indebtedness. This 
we are loth to do. 

The only way out of this dilemma seems to be to increase the 
contributions to our Charitable Fund. By what means this 
shall be accomplished we trust your Honorable Board may 
determine. Certainly the necessities of the case demand our 
earnest efforts. We are obliged almost daily to refuse admis- 
sion to our Hospital for want of room. With increased accom 
modations we shall increase our remunerative patronage so 
that instead of being always a burden upon the charity of 
individuals, we shall become nearer self-supporting in the 
years to come. 

To the charitable friends who have so kindly and substan- 
tially remembered us, we record our earnest thanks, hoping 
still further to merit their approval and interest by our fidelity 
as custodians of their bounty. 

To your Honorable Board, our kind friends and advisers, 
we return our grateful acknowledgments and respectfully 
submit this report.

In order that the objects for which the California Woman’s 
Hospital was established, and the nature of the work done, and 
the charity dispensed by it, may be dzstinctly understood, the 
Managers deem it advisable that they should be clearly and 
explicitly stated. 


There are now eight free beds for the reception of patients, 
who contribute nothing toward their support, and who receive 
board, nursing, medicines and medical attendance /ree of charge. 


(ach free patient represents a cost to the Hospital of $30 a 
month; but in cases where serious operations are performed 
this cost is greatly increased, and the cost of the /vee Ward 
may safely be stated at an average permanent charge of $350 
per month. 


There are, in addition, three endowed beds, making a total 
of eleven free patents, who receive the benefits of the Hospital 
without any charge. Hight beds are set apart for patients at 
the moderate sum of $7.50 per week ; and there are other beds 
at $10 per week, or more, according to the accommodations 
and attendance required. It must be distinctly understood 
that the relief thus afforded to pay patients is as much a 
charity, only differing in degree, as that afforded to free 
patients. 


A patient may be able to pay a moderate charge for board, 
and prefer to do so, and yet be unable to pay for private medi- 
cal attendance at home, the cost of nurses and all the medical 
appliances her case requires. This Hospital accommodates 
that class of patients. 


Since its enlargement it is also prepared to receive a limited 
number of private patients, who may make their own arrange- 
ments with the medical staff for treatment, enjoy absolute 
privacy and thus avail themselves of the advantages afforded 
by skillful nurses and constant medical supervision, rather 
than remain at home, or endeavor to secure these at any public 
hotel. 





A ‘‘clinic’’ is held two days in the week, at which advice and 
treatment is given by the Medical Staff to outside patients, free 
of charge. 

Young women desiring to become professional nurses are 
received, upon proper application, and after two years’ train- 
ing and experience are granted diplomas as surgical nurses.

@Gafifornia OQWVoman’s Hospital, 
NOTICE TO PATIENTS. 


The Lady Managers of the California Woman’s Hospital, 
having learned that, owing to the existeuce of the word 
‘“State’’ in the name of this charity, much misapprehension 
exists as to its character, its means of subsistence, and the 
nature of the relief it affords, think it advisable to make the 
following statement, for the information of the public and 
patients applying for admission. 

They. wish it to be understood that the Hospital is a pure 
‘““Charity;’’ that it receives no State aid, and isin a measure 
dependent on public contribution for its support. It 1s, 
therefore, not a ‘‘State’’ institution in any sense, and the 
original incorporators made a great but unintentional mistake 
in not designating it ‘‘ The Woman’s Hospital of the State of 
California,’’ which is its proper designation. To remedy this 
misnomer, the trustees wish it to be named ‘“The California 
Woman’s Hospital,’’ and will only retain ‘the word ‘‘State’’ in 
their strictly official records, and by this designation it will be 
known in future. 

The medical officers—with one exception—have always 
given, and now give, their services gratuitously, to the two 
classes of patients hereinbefore mentioned (see page 7). 

All patients admitted to the Hospital, whether free, pay or 
private patients, are under the entire management of the Board 
of Trustees and Lady Managers. 

The exception referred to is that of the House Surgeon, who 
in addition to his medical duties, is required to keep the books, 
take the cases, and compound the medicines; and for these 
extra duties he receives a salary of $50 a month. 

The Hospital gives relief to two classes of patients: 

rst. ‘To those Who are unable to pay anything, and who 
receive medical attendance, medicine, nursing and board, /ree 


of charge. 
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2d. ‘To those who, while unable to pay for medical attend- 
ance at home, are able to pay for their board in Hospital, and 
in return receive medical attendance and nursing w7thout 
payment. Inthis way a most deserving class of sufferers are 
relieved, whose feelings of independence would not allow them 
to avail themselves of the free beds. 

These are the two classes of patients for whose relief the 
Hospital was founded, and for whose benefit it is carried on - 
but the Lady Managers deeply regret to learn that, from time 
to time, applicants have not hesitated to avail themselves of 
the relief this charity affords who are able to pay for the ser- 
vices of a medical man outside its walls; and they feel that 
knowingly to sanction this practice would be an injury to the 
profession at large and a prostitution of the objects of a public 
charity. 

In future, patients desirous of admission into the Hospital, 
who are able to pay for medical services, in addition to the 
Hospital charges, must enter as private patients only, and can 
select as their special medical attendant, the Surgeon-in-Chief 
or any member of the Medical Staff. Should it be at any time

found that, in disregard of these regulations, any patient by 


misrepresentation of her circumstances has obtained gratuitous 
medical relief, instant dismisssal will be enforced. 

The Lady Managers wish further to add, that while the 
usual day and night nursing is furnished to boarders, they 
must provide themselves with a private nurse, in case a capital 
operation is performed, or when the illness is so serious as to 
demand extra nursing.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


@Gatifornia OQWoman’d Hodpitat, 


I. ‘This Hospital admits three classes of patients, viz.: 

ist. Those that are destitute and unable to pay anything. 

2d. ‘Those whose means are too limited to enable them to 
pay for medical attendance at home. 

3d. Patients desiring to place themselves under the ex- 
clusive care of some of the Hospital Staff can be received into 
the house aS PRIVATE PATIENTS, and treated as such. 

N. B.—AIl patients desiring surgical operations will be 
subject to a charge of two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50), to 
cover the expense of ether, silver wire, etc. 

II. Terms of Board: From seven dollars and fifty cents 
($7.50) per week and upwards, according to accommodation. 

III. Board must be paid in advance for the first month: 
afterwards fortnightly, in advance. Any patient whose board 
shall be in arrears over one week will be required to leave. 
Patients remaining for short periods only shall pay not less than 
two ($2) dollars a day. 
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IV. Patients occupying free wards will not be permitted to 
intrude upon the pay patients; neither shall pay patients be 
allowed in the free wards. 

V. Articles requested by the patient not usually provided, 
will be charged as extras. 

VI. No spirituous liquors, or provisions of any kind, shall 
be brought into the Hospital and given to patients, except 
through the Matron. 

VII. Extra nursing, if required, shall be provided by 
boarders. 

VIII. Patients well enough to take their meals at table are 
required to do so. 

IX. Patients in the free wards, who are able, shall assist 
in nursing, and render such services as the Matron may direct. 

X. Lights must be extinguished at 9 P. Mo. 

XI. Anything injured or destroyed by patients must be 
restored or paid for by them. 

XII. Visitors are admitted on Tuesdays, Fridays and Sun- 
days, from 2 to 5 P.M. Male visitors can remain but twenty 
minutes in the wards, and no one can be admitted in the 
evening. 

Patients will receive male visitors in the reception room, 
when well enough to do so. 

XIII. No patient shall leave the Hospital unless by per- 
mission of the Physician or Matron, and no one shall be out 
after nightfall. 

XUV. Any cause of complaint shall be made directly to the 
Matron ; and in case of her inability to remove the difficulty, 


she shall report to the President Board of Lady Managers.

XV. Boarders will be charged a moderate price for medi- 
cines. 

XVI. Patients will be visited daily by the Surgeon-in-Chief 
or other medical officer in attendance.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


THE — 


California State Woman's Hospital 
SAN FRANCISCO.

Organized 1868. Incorporated 1873, 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 

This Society shall be known as the CALIFORNIA STATE WOMAN'S 
HOSPITAL. 

ARTICLE. EL. 

The object of this Society shall be to establish in the city and county 
of San Francisco a Hospital for the treatment of diseases peculiar to 
women. 

ARTICLE III. 

Any person who shall subscribe twelve dollars ($12) per annum to the 
funds of the Hospital may be balloted for at any meeting of the Trustees, 
and, if he or she receives two-thirds of the vote cast, shall be a member 
for the ensuing year and entitled to vote for Trustees at the annual elec- 
tion. Any person contributing $100 to the funds of the Hospital shall 
become a life member, and entitled to all the privileges of members. 
Ladies acting as managers may be elected as members without contribu- 
ting. Honorary members may be elected by the Board of Trustees for 
eminent services rendered in the Board or to the Hospital. 


ATRICLE IV. 
The officers of the Society shall consist of a Board of eleven Trustees, 
of whom five (5) shall constitute a quorum. ‘Those named in the deed 
of incorporation shall hold until their successors are elected. 


ARTICLE V: 

The Board of Trustees shall appoint their own officers, enact their By- 
Laws, and fill all vacancies occurring in their body between the annual 
meetings. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The annual meeting of members for the election of Trustees shall be 
held in the city of San Francisco, on the last Monday in January. The 
place of meeting, and the hour, shall be advertised at least five (5) days 
before the election. None but szembers shall be eligible as Trustees. 
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; ARTICLE VII. 

The Trustees shall have power to hold stated meetings, and to adopt 
measures to conduct the affairs of the Institution. They may also hold 
special meetings on the call, by notice in writing, of the Secretary, on 
request of any two of the Trustees, the object of the meeting being 
specified in the notice; and they shall exercise a general superintendence 
over the affairs of said Institution. They shall also have power, indi- 
vidually or collectively, to visit the Hospital at any time and inspect all 
its appurtenances. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The domestic affairs of the Hospital shall be entrusted to a Board of 
Lady Managers, to be appointed by the Board of Trustees, to consist of 
uine (9) ladies who shall have power to increase their number to twenty- 
four (24). 

ARTICLE IX. 

The Medical Board shall consist of the Surgeon-in-Chief of the Hos- 
pital, Assistant Surgeons, House Physician and Board of seven (7) 
Consulting Physicians and Surgeons. 

ARTICLE X. 

The Surgeon-in-Chief shall be appointed by the Board of Trustees, 
and shall have power to appoint the Assistant Surgeons, House Physician 
and Board of Consulting Physicians and Surgeons, annually, subject to 
approval of the Board of Trustees. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The Surgeon-in-Chief shall be required to make an annual report to 
the Board of Trustees, of the medical and surgical requirements of the 
Institution, and special reports, whenever required by the Trustees. 


ARTICLE XII. 


No patient shall be admitted into the Hospital who is not afflicted with 


some disease peculiar to women. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
This Constitution may be altered or amended by the vote of two-thirds 
of the members present at any annual meeting, or at any special meeting 
called for that purpose pursuant to Article VI. 


ARTICLE XIV. 

At any annual meeting, or general meeting, to be held pursuant to By- 
Laws, any absent member may, by his written proxy, authorize any 
member present to cast his vote on any question before the Board; and 
at any special meeting of the Board, to be called under Article VI, when 
the object of the meeting is specified in the notice, any absent member 
may, by writing signed by him, state his vote on the question, which 
shall be entered by the Secretary with the same effect as if such member 
were personally present and so voting ; provided that in all such cases 
there shall be at least three (3) members of the Board present, and not 
less than (5) votes cast, including such written votes. 
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BY-LAWS. 


SECTION I. 
The Board of Trustees shall elect from their own number a President, 
a Vice-President, and a Treasurer and Secretary. 
SECTION II. 
It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of the 


Soard. In his absence the Vice-President shall take his place. 


SECTION III. 


It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep safely all moneys belong- 
ing to the Hospital, and to pay drafts, to be signed by the President or 
Vice-President, and countersigued by the Secretary, which shall be made 
for payment of bills certified by the Board of Lady Managers to the 


Trustees. 
SECTION IV. 
The By-Laws may be altered at any regular meeting, notice having 


been given at a previous meeting of the change contemplated. 





BY-LAWS FOR LADY MANAGERS 


OF THE 


@arfifornia OQWoman’s Hodpitat. 


ARTICLE I. 


The domestic affairs of the Hospital shall be administered by a Board 
of Lady Managers, consisting of seventeen ladies, or more, elected by the 
Board of Trustees at their annual meeting. 

At their stated monthly meeting next after their election, they shall 
elect from their number by ballot: a President; a first Vice-President : 
a second Vice-President ; a Secretary and a Treasurer. A majority of 
the votes of the Lady Managers shall be necessary to make an election. 

In case the Board shall fail to elect any officer or officers on the day 
above specified for the purpose, or in case of death or resignation, such 


election may be made at any special or stated meeting thereafter. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Board of Lady Managers shall meet monthly on the first Wednes- 
day of each month, for receiving and examining bills and accounts and 
making arrangements for paying the same. 

They shall take charge of all moneys received for board of pay patients, 
shall be empowered to receive donations and subscriptions, and shall pay 
all the current expenses of the Hospital, drawing from the Treasurer of 
the Board of Trustees, ty an order duly signed by the President, what- 
ever money may be required, and paying over to him any surplus they 
may have after each month’s expenses have been paid. 

‘They shall make arrangements for the reception of patients, and tran- 
sact all the business connected with the housekeeping of the Hospital. 


Five of their number shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE III. 


If any member of the Board shall be absent for three consecutive 
meetings, without sending to the President or Secretary a sufficient 
excuse, her place may be declared vacant by a vote of the Board, the 
Secretary notifying the absent member of the fact. 

The Board of Lady Managers shall have power to fill any vacancies 


that occur in their number during the year. 
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ARTICLE IV. 









A fine of one dollar shall be imposed upon any Lady Manager failing 
to attend the stated meetings of the Board, absence from the State, or 
sickness, being the only excuses for non-attendance. 












ARTICLE V., 


The President shall have power to call special meetings of the Board 
whenever she shall deem the same advisable, and shall preside at all 
meetings, or in her absence, one of the Vice-Presidents. Should these 
officers be absent, a temporary President may be chosen from among the 
ladies present. 

























ARTICLE VI. 

The Secretary shall notify the members of the Board of all regular and 
special meetings; inform all officers of their election : keep minutes of 
business meetings; file all business letters: take charge of bills after 
payment, and prepare the annual report of the Board of Lady Managers. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The Treasurer shall at every meeting report the state of the Treasury ; 
shall receipt for all money paid in for current expenses, and shall 
disburse the same as authorized by the Board of Lady Managers, paying 
over any surplus of receipts monthly to the Treasurer of the Board 
of Trustees. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The Board shall elect one of their own number to act as purchaser, to 
hold office for three months, who shall purchase all necessary supplies as 
required, and present the bills for the same at the next business meeting. 
They shall also appoint an auditing committee of two, who shall examine 
all accounts before they are presented to the Board, and certify to 
their correctness. They shall also examine the books of the Secretary 
and Matron, and exercise a general supervision over the receipts and 
expenditures. 


ARTICLE DX. 


A visiting committee of two shall be appointed alphabetically, at each 
monthly meeting, to visit the Hospital once each week, or supply a 
substitute from the Board. It shall be their duty to inspect the various 
Wards, to see that patients are properly cared for; to examine every 
department of the Hospital, and report at each monthly meeting of the 
board. 







ARTICLE X. 










The Board of Lady Managers shall appoint a Matron, who shall hold 
office during pleasure. She shall have charge of the Hospital, under 
direction of the Lady Managers, and shall see that all instructions from

the Physicians in regard to treatment of patients are carried out; shall 
confer with and report to Lady Managers through their various officers 
and committees. 

She shall, however, engage and discharge all nurses, servants and 
assistants under her supervision. 

She shall have power to receive moneys from paying patients, keeping 
an exact account thereof, and handing over the same to the Board of 
Lady Managers at each monthly meeting. 


ARTICLE XI. 


Any person wishing to be admitted into the Hospital shall first be 
recommended by the Surgeon-in-Chief, or one of the physicians in regu- 
lar attendance. 

She shall also obtain an order from the President, or one of the Board 
of Lady Managers, upon presenting which the Matron shall admit her. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Honorary members may be elected by the Board of Lady Managers 
for eminent services rendered in the Board or to the Hospital. 


ARTICLE Rxcint, 


These By-Laws may be amended at any regular monthly meeting, 
notice of the amendment having been given in writing at the previous 
meeting, and the amendment to be voted on having been stated in the 
notice calling the meeting.
